Public Works 

• Projects:  

o The contractor for the LC-17 project will continue to work on culvert headwalls. The project’s 

projected end date is now May 16th, with 30 days allotted for punch-list. 

o Work on The Ridge at Leon Valley Park walking path is still in progress. New benches will go 

in, once the path is complete. The Crew is also going to clean out the junk, debris, and downed 

timbers in the tributary next to this park.  

o A pre-construction meeting will be held with NG Painting tomorrow for the rehabilitation of the 

Grass Hill above ground water storage tank. 

o The City Engineer is working on plans for the bio-swale to be installed at Raymond Rimkus Park 

Forest Meadow entrance. The project will be let for bidding. 

o Staff is working on obtaining a generator for the Grass Hill well plant. 

o Staff is preparing bid documents to obtain concrete pavers for the parking lot at Shadow Mist. 
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o The City Engineer is working on documents for the CMAQ reimbursement program through the 

AAMPO to construct a Hike & Bike Trail through the fire break in the Huebner-Onion Natural 

Area Park. The application must be submitted by April 1, 2019. 

o The City Engineer is working on the Huebner at Balky crosswalk bids. 

o Staff is working on a grant from the CDBG to remodel the Community Center. A Resolution in 

support of the project will be submitted to AAMPO by March 15th. 

o Staff met with CPS Energy to install street lights in the overflow parking lot at City Hall. They 

should have the lights installed in the next 2 months. 

o The Pool Committee met to recommend pool fees for the 2019 pool season. These fees will be 

presented to City Council on March 19th. 

o The new library LED monument sign is being installed this week. 

o Staff is working on the purchase of a property next to Huebner Creek, in anticipation of the bank 

erosion project. This will be brought to Council on the 19th. 

o A request for a budget adjustment for a water and sewer project on Blacksmith and Wagon 

Spoke will go before Council on the 19th.

Fire Department  

• Fire Investigation- The Fire Department responded to residential structure fire at 6638 Cherryleaf 

Drive on Thursday, March 7, 2019, at 12:15 pm.  All individuals from the residence were able to self-

evacuate with no severe injuries.  The Leon Valley Fire Department (LVFD) had a very quick response 

time which minimized the amount of damage to the residence.  The affected family has made temporary 

living arrangements and has not expressed the need for additional assistance.  The cause of the fire is 

still under investigation. 

• State Fire Marshal’s Office - The LVFD is currently working with the State Fire Marshal’s Office 

regarding the last three fires in Leon Valley.  

• EMS Recertification – LVFD is currently working on the recertification of the EMS system that 

expires May 31st, 2019. 

• Heroes for Health Program- The Heroes for Health Program was successful according to the 

principals and teachers’ feedback at Driggers Elementary, Leon Valley Elementary as well as Oak Hills 

Terrace Elementary on Thursday, February 28th.We presented Health & Exercise, Healthy Foods as well 

as a competition with kids to see who could put on their bunker gear the fastest (please see attached 

pictures). 

• File of Life – We reordered the "File of Life" Emergency Information Refrigerator Magnet Cards for 

citizens for their home, at No Cost. The card is filled out by the citizens and contains important medical 

and contact information that the EMS staff needs to know during an emergency, such as medical history, 

allergies and medications. File of Life is part of our prevention programs the information is kept on or in 

the refrigerator for easy access for EMS crews. We have posted this information on our social media and 

available in our FD literature rack. Also "File of Life" will be available at the Library and City Hall by 

the end of the week. 

• Fire Department Training-We continuously train to improve our skills and completed a Vehicle 

Extrication simulation this week which is the process of removing a vehicle from around a person who 

has been involved in a motor vehicle collision, when conventional means of exit are impossible or 

inadvisable. A delicate approach is needed to minimize injury to the victim during the extrication.  

• Fire Recovery USA – The Fire department has received an incident recovery total collection in the 

amount of $30,653.95 to date with 55 pending claims, and 3 denials by insurance companies. 
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• Emergicon (EMS) – The Emergicon collection for the month of February is in the amount of 

$26,881.84. 

• Emergency Management Service Calls – FD serviced approximately 69 calls for the month of 

February 2019 and our annual service calls for the year are 399 to date. 

• Bowling for Badges – Eric Burnside is putting together a team to represent Leon Valley Bowling for 

Badges which is in support of local Special Olympics Texas Athletes. The event is on Tuesday, March 

26, 2019, the teams will comprise of 4 Leon Valley team members plus one assigned Special Olympics 

Texas athlete. The entry fee is $30 per person or $120 per team (4), the fee includes two games and shoe 

rental. Currently, the Police Department has a team and the Fire Department will be partnering with 

Community Development with the goal to have three teams.
